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To  the  Members  of  the  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

During  1910  there  were  231  deaths  registered  in  the 
District.  Fifty-three  of  these  were  deaths  of  non-residents 
which  occurred  in  Public  Institutions  in  the  town  receiving 
inmates  from  outside  the  Urban  District,  namely  the  Lady 
Eden  Hospital,  the  Workhouse,  and  St.  Monnica’s  Rescue 
Home.  Six  deaths  of  former  residents  took  place  in  a 
Public  Institution  outside  the  District.  The  nett  deaths  at 
all  ages  which  have  therefore  to  be  considered  in  calculating 
averages  number  184.  The  population  estimated  to  the 
middle  of  1910  is  13.478,  and  the  deatlurate  per  i.oco  is  13  6, 
very  much  lower  than  any  year  of  which  I have  a record, 
and  considerably  below  the  average  for  the  County,  which 
is  15-1. 

Forty  children  died  under  One  year  of  age,  and  this 
number  includes  some  who  did  not  belong  to  the  District. 
The  causes  of  death  are  fully  analysed  in  Table  V appended 
to  this  Report.  The  most  fatal  were  Bronchitis  (9),  Pre- 
matuie  Birth  (6),  Atrophy  (5),  and  Tuberculous  Diseases  (8). 
Only  two  deaths  were  due  to  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis.  Four 
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of  the  deaths  were  uncertified.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
per  1,000  Births  registered  is  thus  09,  much  lower  than  any 
previous  year  of  which  there  is  a record,  and  very  consider- 
ably below  the  County  rate  which  is  126.

Last  year  there  were  13,  with  the  low  death  rate  of  o‘9. 
I remarked  then  that  the  result  was  one  with  which  professed 
Health  Resorts  would  be  well  content.  In  1910,  with  a 
larger  population,  the  result  is  still  better,  08  ; while  for  the 
whole  County  it  is  1-62. 


The  deaths  lrom  Phthisis  number  12-3  less  than  in 
the  previous  year.  The  death-rate  is  0 8,  which  is  the  same 
as  for  the  County.  From  other  Tuberculous  Diseases  there 
were  13  deaths,  3 more  than  in  1909.  From  Ante-respiratory 
Diseases  there  wrere  26  deaths,  which  were  as  follows: 
Bronchitis  19,  Pneumonia  5.  Pleurisy  2,  this  is  also  an  im- 
provement on  the  previous  year,  when  they  numbered  32 
Our  death-rate  is  1*9,  and  better  than  the  County- rate  which 
is  2-42.  There  wrere  20  deaths  from  Heart  Disease,  mostly 
those  of  elderly  people.  Cancer  was  the  cause  of  7 deaths 
1 fewer  than  the  previous  year.  There  were  three  deaths 
from  accident.  Five  only  were  notified  as  being  due  to 
Alcoholism,  but  this  small  number  may  be  takeu  with  a 
grain  of  salt.  , 
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NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  notifications  received  during  1910  were  73,  con- 
siderably less  than  in  the  previous  year.  They  were  as 
follows : 

Diphtheria  (including  Membranous  Croup)  35 
Erysipelas 
Scarlet  Fever 
Enteric  Fever 
Continued  Fever 

Erysipelas  was  placed  on  the  list  of  Infectious  Diseases 
when  the  Act  for  Notification  was  passed,  but  it  ought  to  be 
removed.  I have  never  seen  a case  of  infection  by  this 
disease,  and  I believe  most  Medical  Officers  of  Health  are 
agreed  as  to  the  uselessness  of  its  notification.  Only  5 cases 
of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  there 
was  no  death.  The  cases  occurred  in  Tenters  Street.  Flintoff 
Street,  (2)  Gibbon  Street  and  Adelaide  Street.  In  none  of 
the  premises  could  any  adequate  cause  for  the  disease  be 
found.  The  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  numbered  35.  One 
person  died  from 'Diphtheria  and  one  from  Croup.  So  far  as 
I know,  none  of  the  notifications  were  verified  by  Bacterio- 
logical Examination,  although  these  examinations  are  made 
free  of  expense  at  the  College  of  Science,  Newcastle-011- 
Tyne. 

I have  received  3S  notifications  of  suspected  Phthisis 
occurring  amongst  poor  persons  coming  under  the  Poor  Law. 
Except  in  the  case  of  inmates  of  the  Workhouse,  all  have 
been  visited  by  your  Inspector  and  directions,  verbal  and 
printed,  given  to  prevent  any  spread  of  infection.  There 
are  shelters  at  the  Union  Infirmary  for  the  open-air  treat- 
ment of  patients.  Speaking  generally,  I am  disappointed 
with  the  results  of  Sanatorium  treatment,  and  I find  I can  get 
more  perfect  cures  of  my  own  patients  by  similar  treatment 
at  home  than  by  sending  them  away.  Unless  the  patients 
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are  sufficiently  well  off  to  pay  for  long  continued  residence, 
they  return  home  too  early,  recommence  work  too  soon  and 
frequently  relapse. 

THE  INFECTIOUS  HOSPITAL. 

There  has  been  so  little  serious  infectious  disease  during 
the  year  that  the  Hospital  has  been  less  in  request  than  pre- 
viously. Seven  cases  were  treated  during  the  twelve  months, 
three  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  four  of  Enteric.  The  premises 
are  being  kept  very  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  I have  had 
every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  excellent  work  of  Nurse 
Birchnall.  Although  the  cases  were  few  in  number,  they 
were  all  of  great  severity. 


BIRTHS. 

The  Births  in  1910  numbered  403,  a decrease  on  the  last 
few  years.  The  Birth-rate  is  29,  considerably  less  than  that 
for  the  County,  which  is  34^4,  and  the  lowest  for  the  previous 
ten  years.  I think  our  married  people  are  adopting  more 
than  ever  the  practices  of  limiting  the  number  of  children, 
which  have,  up  to  now,  been  chiefly  prevalent  in  the  large 
cities.  Except  amongst  Roman  Catholics  it  is  becoming  a 
rare  thing  to  see  a large  family  of  children.  Not  being  a 
Theologian,  I have  nothing  to  say  about  the  morality  of  the 
procedure  ; but,  as  a doctor,  I have  seen  much  of  its  ill  effects 
on  the  health  and  nervous  system  of  women. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  has  been  good  in  quality  and  ample 
in  quantity.  I know  of  no  case  of  illness  that  can  be  attri- 
buted to  pollution  of  it,  and  I think  we  are  quite  safe  from 
auy  risk  of  water-borne  disease  as  long  as  the  Filter-Beds 
are  kept  in  perfect  order.  The  greatest  care  and  attention 
are  required  for  this,  as  there  have  been  instances  of  com- 
tamination  of  the  river  by  sewage  and  other  matter  above 
our  intake. 
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MILK  SUPPLY. 

Most  of  the  Milk  that  is  consumed  in  the  town  comes 
from  the  Rural  Districts.  There  are  eight  cow-keepers  in 
the  Urban  District,  but  the  amount  sold  by  them  is  small. 
The  premises  generally  are  in  fair  condition  and  clean. 
The  quality  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  town  is  good  as  a rule,  but 
there  are  exceptions.  From  past  experience  it  does  not 
seem  to  serve  any  uselul  purpose  for  the  Inspector  to  bring 
cases  of  poor  or  adulterated  milk  before  the  Bishop  Auckland 
Bench  of  Magistrates. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  eleven  Slaughter-Houses  in  the  District. 
They  have  been  kept  clean. 


LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  9 Common  Lodging  Houses.  They  have 
been  kept  clean  and  in  good  repair.  Recommendations 
that  have  been  made  have  been  carrie  1 out  and  are  im- 
provements. Inspector  Cowan,  who  is  continually  in  them, 
tells  me  that  he  is  quite  satisfied  with  their  condition  aud 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  conducted. 

SCAVENGING,  ASHPITS,  Gc. 

The  Scavenging,  and  Emptying  aud  Cleaning  of  Ash- 
pits and  Privies,  have  been  well  carried  out  during  the  year 
by  the  Council’s  own  workmen.  All  waste-paper  and  in- 
flammable material  is  burned  at  the  old  Water  Works. 
Night-soil  is  carried  to  waste  ground  near  Fyland  s Bridge. 
Thirty  privy  Ash-pits  have  been  connected  into  Ash-closets, 
aud  forty-one  into  Water-Closets.  The  comparative  num- 
bers of  Water-closets,  Ash-closets,  and  Privy-ashpits  are 
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more  satisfactory  than  they  were,  and  improve  somewhat 
each  year.  They  are  as  follows  :

The  more  Water-closets  we  have,  and  the  fewer  con- 
veniences of  the  other  types,  the  less  will  be  our  liability  to 
Enteric  Fever  and  Slimmer  Diarrhoea.  With  our  practically 
unlimited  supply  of  water,  there  appears  to  be  no  reason 
why  all  new  houses  should  not  have  water-closets.  Where 
there  are  privy-ashpits  and  ash-closets  close  to  a house  it  is 
extremely  difficult  to  prevent  food  from  becoming  con- 
taminated. aud  they  are  also  the  great  breeding  places  of 
flies,  which  are  probably  carriers  of  disease  and  are  a great 
nuisance  in  summer-time  to  the  healthy  as  well  as  the  sick. 
There  are  two  other  matters  affecting  cleanliness  and  health 
to  which  I again  refer: — the  Firing  of  Chimneys  and  Spitting 
on  the  Pavements.  Both  go  on  absolutely  unchecked- 
The  street  pavements  except  after  heavy  rains,  are  in  a dis- 
gusting state. 


mSAHITHRY  PROPERTY. 


One  hundred  and  twenty-five  formal  notices  have  been 
served  during  the  year  by  your  orders  in  connection  with 
Public  Health  Acts.  They  have  related  to  foul  conditions  of 
dwelling  houses  (15),  lodging  houses  (2),  ashpits  and  privies 
(66)  detective  yard  paving  (20).  and  various  other  insanitary 
conditions.  A good  deal  of  work  has  been  done  to  improve 
some  of  the  more  defective  houses,  but  many  of  them  are  so 
hopelessly  dilapidated  and  decayed,  that  it  seems  impossible 
to  make  them  really  habitable.  Some  improvements  have 
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been  made  at  Town  Head,  spouting,  ceilings  repaired,  etc. 
in  a few  houses  Nothing  has  been  done  at  Skeleton  Row, 
Improvement  to  the  old  white  houses  at  the  bottom  ol 
Newton  Cap  have  been  made.  In  Bankwell  Yard,  Back 
Bondgate,  Chandler’s  Yard.  Wilkinson’s  Yard.  Page’s  Yard, 
Finkle  Street,  Jock’s  Row,  Dial  Stob  Hill,  Thompson  Street, 
Carr’s  Place  and  Wear  Chare  improvements  have  been 
carried  out,  but  at  the  best  they  are  only  palliatives.  Under 
the  Town  Planning  Act,  I shall  have  to  make  a house  to 
house  inspection  this  year,  and  prepare  a complete  list  of  all 
sanitary  requirements,  and  make  recommendations. 

PRECAUTIONS  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


One  lot  of  infected  bedding  has  been  destroyed,  and  31 
houses  have  been  disinfected.  At  the  request  of  Dr.  Eustace- 
Hill.  the  County  Council  Medical  Officer,  I have  undertaken 
to  supervise  the  disinfection  of  any  schools  in  the  Urbau 
District  after  closure,  fo-  infectious  disease.  In  all  notified 
cases  cf  tuberculosis,  precautions  have  been  taken,  and 
warnings  given  to  as  the  spread  of  the  disease  through 
promiscuous  spitting. 


SCHOOLS,  SCHOOL  INSPECTION,  Qc. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  Schools  is  good.  The  inspec- 
tion of  the  children  is  carried  out  by  County  Council  officials 
and  I have  no  doubt  is  efficiently  done. 

The  Inspector  periodically  visits  the  Public  Market  and 
inpects  the  meat,  and  visits  the  slaughter-houses  at  intervals. 
Theie  is  no  Public  Abatoir,  and  it  is  difficult  to  know  when 
slaughtering  is  done  at  the  private  slaughter-houses.  No 
cases  of  tuberculous  or  diseased  meat  have  been  discovered 
during  the  last  year.  The  quality  of  meat  sold  in  Bishop 
Auckland  is  of  the  very  best. 
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FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS  and  WORKPLACES. 
Seventy-one  places  are  registered  under  the  Act.  They
